vmphbants,when welcfſc expectedin,which hath ture 
ned al{o our ioy into forrow. 

Andas Noahs flood cauſed themto flie vpon high 
mountaincs and trees that the waters ſhould nut 
reach vnto them : Sothis deluge hath itnor cauſed 
thouſands to depart into the Countrey faire and

ance ofthe flood, noted Ger. 7.24. Thewaters concred, 
and preaziled upon the earth an hunareth and fiftie dayes 
(which is about halfe a yeerce) and then, 1n the endof 
an hundreth and fiftie daves the watersabated, Gere. 
$.;, which was in Nouember, recknine from the be- 
einningot tem. To applie the rhurd,, ourdcluge 
th not yet preuatted an hundreta and hiftie dayes, 
and I hope through the mercic of God. thatit wilnot 
ſolong encreaſe and dee in his tuli ſtrength and force, 
(and yet O Lord, by thegreat flood of our iniquitic 
we naue deſerued a longer encreating ,, Brut have mer- 
cie pon vs G Lord according tothe multiti#de of thy come 
paſsions, Pal. 51.7,) Letm:c appitethe fourth thing, 
wich isthe decrealing of Noahs flood,noted Ger. $.s 


and they decreaſed vntill the tenth moneth (which 


was tie moneth of December)this decreaſing begin. 
ning from Nonember, after che hundreth and fittie 
daycs. Our flood the Lord bee thanked, hath begun

And as the tops of the mountaines which were coue- 


red becauſe of the flood, were ſeene in the tenth 


moneth, Geze.#.5. which was in December: So the 
Lord graunt, thatthe heads of the Citie, the Meryj> 
chants, and principall Citizens, which becaie

firſt day of che firſt moneth, Gexe,#.rz.the ypper part 


of theground was wholly drie. which was in March 
and part of Aprill . So the Lord graunt that this de» 
lJuge may inthatmoneth wholly bee dried vp, and 


that there remainenot any reliques therof: if it pleaſe 


him to remember vs in his mercie as hee did Noah, 
Gene.s,r, Now thathe may remember vs in his mere 
cie, letvs forſake the ſinnes ot the olde world, letthe 
floodofi iniquitie which is broken through among vs 
decreaſe, and wholly be dried vp. Greathath beene, 
and extraordinarie (I doo conteſle) the invndation 
of the Plaguethis preſent yeere, and therefore let-our 
repentance bee greatand extraordinarie., It is repor- 
red of many of the Egyptians by Sezom,11b;7.cap.20. 
that being terrified by theſttange invadation of Ni- 
lus, higher then the wonred manerthereof was, im 
m ediatly theycondemnedtheirancient dolatry,and 
applied themſelues tothe worſhip of theljuing God: 
So likewiſe;ſerins thatthis deluge of the Plague hath 
beene higher thenithe worrted thaner, as the weekly 
Bils doo ſhewe'vnto vs; let vs bee terrified , and re-

our God, are the mountaines whereupon the Arke 
may finde reſt, thoſc arethe holy hils whereon Ston 
hath her euerlalting foundation. 

Hauing ſhewed to you the flood, Icometo the 
Arke. The holy Ghoſt in the deſcriprion of the Arke 
into which Noah entred, Gerne.o.and 7. noteth theſe 
fiue things. The Arkeitſelte. The perſons cntring. 
Thecaule why. Thetime when. The end wherefore, 

As forthe Arke, into which wce muſt enter, it is 


' notanArkemade of corruptible wood, noran Arke 


heere bencath floating and toſſing in the ſea of this 
world, but the true Arke of Noah, and of the righte- 
ous, thename of the Lord, thatſtrong tower where- 
vato the righteous runneth by the tecte of prayer, 


Pror,18.,19- an immortall, eternall, and incorruptible 


Arke . I know no ſurer retuge from the tempeſt, as 
Eſaiſpeaketh, no ſafer harbour, and receptacle,wher- 
into repoſe your wearied ſoules. 

The perſons entring, were Noah and hisfamily. 
Noah therighteous, or the Preacher of righteouſneſle 
as heis called, z. Pet,2.5, Noahandhis lictle family,the 
remnant of the earth, asthe ſonne of Syrach termeth 
them . Let vs with our families enter into the afore- 
ſaid Arke, and although they conſiſt more then of 
cightieand eight ſoules, yea of infinite, they cannot 
fill this Arke, neither hinder one another , as it hap- 
peneth in the bulwarkes and fortreſſes of mortall 

men;

The cauſe moouing Neahto enter, was the Coma 
mandement of God, Gene.z.r. Enter,&c. the fame 
cauſe ought to mooue vs toenter, it is the Comman- 
dement of the moſt high, the Proclamation of the 
King of heauen, Pſal.59.r5, Calwvpon me,erc. And as in 
thetime ofthe olde world hee ordained himſelfean 
Arke for Noah,ſo he hath himſelfe prepared, appoin- 
ted and ordained himlſelfe as an Arkeand refuge for 
the righteous Noahs. 

The time when, was in the flood, Gere.7.7, So 
Noah entred, becauſe of the waters of the flood : Are 
not weinthe flood? Arenot the waters entred cuen 
to our ſoules ? And is it not therefore high time to 
keepe ourſelues within this Arke? 

Theend wherefore, (that he might bee preſerued, 
Gen.s.18,r9.) Fortheſameendelet vsenter beloued, 
to bee preſerued from a threetold deluge, from the 
flood of iniquitie wherewith our ſoules haue beene

Apoc.6, As 1onas little thoughtofſoſpeedic analtera- 
tion;ſodid we little expe ſuchaſudden change; but 
it was feared and alſo prophecied of many (as I my 
{cife haue heard) and behold the trueth of their pro- 
phecic, Nullum violentem perpetuum, Home haue died 
through immoderate ioy,as Dzagoras of Rhodes , and 
others, and we (| may ſay) haue beene (ickethrough 
immoderate 1oy, and ſome dead, The ſonnes and 
daughters of England in this thejrexceeCing toy,did 
little thinke of this ſorrow,as the ſonnesand daugh- 
ters of 1b, when they were banquetting, did not 


" once dreame of the wind that came from the wilder- 


_nefle and {more the foure corners of the houſe. Ba- 
bylon which was called tender and delicate, and the 
Lady of kingdomes, Ephe.4.7, which aſlumed to her 
ſelfe, I am, and there is noneelfe ; Tſhallnotſita wi- 
dow,nor know the lofle of children, did not imagine 
how neecre thcy were, that came with a contrarie 
newes (Thineende ts come, Tere.gr,) Neither London 
tender and delicate which hath vied the ſame voice, 
did expect to bee a widow foratime, and to ſeethe 
loffe of her children by thouſands . You the Edo- 
mites and Epicures of theſe dayes,yee that haue moc- 
ked your Prophets and watchmen, as they did, Ephe, 

,21, laying tothem, (yeeſpeake of iudgement) haue 
yee not a time of ſorrow and darknefle, as yee haue 
hada time of light and delights? 

The time when the Gourd withered, was when 

- the morning, orthe Sunne did ariſe, inthecommin 
foorth of the Sunne, when the ſhadow of itſhould 


moſt 


totheafflitted Citie of London, 


moſt haue pleaſured him: Soin theriſingas it were 
of the Citie (which by the death of our late Souc- 


raigne had beene as 1t werelaide downe in the bed of 


ſorrow) and in the comming foorth ofa new Sunne, 
whole beames were comfortable to the wholeland 


(and the Lord graunt that he may long ſhine ouer - 


vs) euen then, when proſperitie could not haue plea- 
ſured the Citie, and all hcr inhabitants, then the 
Gourd withered, and the worme of Gods iudge. 
ment came. And as Chriſt wept ouer Ieruſalem in 
the mid(t of his triumph, when the people cried, 
Bleſſed i the King that commethin the name of the Lord,

In the Countrie, 
they will not recciue thole that are infeRed with the plague: 
Neither can they allo, in whole ſoules the plague of ſinne 
doth reigne, be admutted to this place, and therfore the Lord 
hach giien vs Curilt the righteous, to coucr our vnrighte- 
ouſnetle , that thus as pure and cleane wee might come vnto 
him. I know by mine owne experience,thatin theCountrie 
this yeere, they would not admit ſome that _—— the 
Citie, vnleiie they had put on new apparrell. To come vn- 
to that heauenly leruſalem bv the fecte of prayer, we cannot 


be admitted, except we put off he olde man, and put onthe Fpke. 4.24 


new man which 1s created in r1ghteouſnelle, and therefore, 
that we ſhould not be hindered to goe thither, He hath put on 
vs, the Lord leſws Chriſt, Rem. 13. 14. that being adorned 
with his righteouſneſle and holinel'e, as /acob was with the 
oarment ot his brother E/au We might with confidence approach 


tothe throne of grace, Heb.g . Its cnely then inthe name of 


Chriſt that we muſt goe to the name of lehonah, loh.1 4-14. 
lob.5.7. Mat.21.22. loh.16 14.1.Tm 2.5.1.10h.2.1, In 
his name, the poore Cazarm hath as much right to goe vn- 
tit, as King Salomon: the intetted as the ſound : the learned 
as the valearned: for Chriſt prayeth torthem all: and as A- 
oguſtine (peaketh, Chriſt prayeth with vs all as our brotherzhe 
prayeth in vs all as our head, hee 1s prayed vnto by vs all, as 
our Lord, but hee prayeth for vs all. as our high Prieſt.

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Having vnderſtood the name of the place, with other 
. Circu ;m[ances, let vs now examine the practiſe of King Da-

with Iustamuly, the Elders of I{rael. For hee fled not to his 
Cattle, neither departed hee out of Jewrie, nor tranſported 
his f,milv 1nto another place, but as itis ſtoried; I.Chron.2 1, 
26. {He called vpon the Lord.) Here 18 a toundation where- 
vpon 'ome pr odigall of their lives, vacharitable to orhers, 
prondein their conceites, build the vnlawtulnelle of depar- 
ting out of the contagion Places 1 inthe t:me of plague, con - 
demns 7 1t by the example of K1nvs Damad in generall, with « 
Out any eXCeP! 110N, 1n all manner of perſons; «hich their VIle 
charitable concert I will not heererefute, I reterre the Rea- 
der to that learned Treatiſe of that reuerend tather. 7 heodorus 
Beza, written, touching this matter , wherein he learnedly, 
ſoundly and reh:g1ouſly refuteth their or ofleopinion; onely 
let me deſtroy their building which they cre(t vpon the cx- 


ample of Kin Dazxid. "ks Pat ticulars can hinder them to 


make a veneral, concluſion out of this example : Firſt, the 
ſhort continuance of thatplague, for the ſpace of three dayes, 
or of a halfe ot a day, as ſome of the learned are of opinion; 
whoſe reaſons I will not alleadge, which lett hum no time to 
deliberate vpon departure . Secondly, the generalitie ol the 
Pelbtlence, being ſpred from Danto Beerſhebab which lett 
himno place freet to go vnto:forwhither ſhould hefhe { ecing 
thatthe peſtilence was ſpread all ouer theland : 2.Sam 24.

any man to depart: the true conſequence, if we would arzue 
out of this place, might be this: Damdand the Elders depar- 
ted not: Ergo, Jet not Magiltrate forfake his Cite, nor the 
Miniſter lus Hocke, Hawng plugkt out the weedes and the 
thiltles, let vs as the good husbandman ſow the g00d ſeede. 
As this then prooueth not the vnlawtulneſle of departure;fo 
on the other {1e,'r dorh commend viito vs kinsDarids Dray- 


ine,and his {prricual departure,teaching vs that in the time of The true vſc 


plague,our fr{t and principall care ought to bee, as well be- 
tore our departure, as 1n our departure 1f wee are ſo minaed, 
(tor | vrge no neceſhnie of1t) to fe and runneby the fecte of 
taith and prayer to the nzme of the Lord , which being fore 
gotten, omitted, or negligently prattiſed, maketh our depar« 
ture vnlawtull. Imitate the iging then. O yee rivhteous 
ſoules in this tempeſt of the plague, let your ſovles take (the 
wings of a Done)the motion and agility of the ſp1rit of God, 
and let them flie by the [trength of their prayers to the bo- 
ſome of Gods mercies where they thall beeat relt. Daxidin 
this his goingto thename ofthe {ord hath ſhowen and ma- 
nifeſted foure things: His Conſc ence, Humilitie, Memorie] 
Wiledome. His Conſcience, thatit was good: his Humnhlitic 
great: his Memorie holy: lis Wiſedomer:ght. | 
Touching the fir{t, the ſpirit ot praver is a ſigne of a 

go00d Conſcience; for as Terrnlmn {peaketh , Lib. ae caſt. 
Oratio ae conſcientia proceatt, fi con/cientia eruveſcat, erubeſcet 
oratio. Prayer doeth procecde from the Conſcience: it the 
Conſcience bluth, prayer will atlo bee athamed. O 1tis an 
excellent thing that we can ge our ſelues to 11s holy exer- 
ciſe: let one have riches, honoyr, pleaſures, lethim bee ado- 
red as alittle god, 1t hee he the ſpirit of prayer to puth

Sccondly, his miſerie and hamilitie;for a King is become 

a begger,and at the gate of the King of heaven he vſeth ſpee- 
ches of lubaufhon. (/ beſcech thee O Lord) Loc hete,O proud 
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{onne of Adam,of thy ſclfe thou haſt nothing, but like a poore 


ſupplant begger thouare conſtrained to goe betore the gate 
ot thatright God,aſwel the king that fitteth vpon his throne, 
as poore Laxaras that ſiteih before the doore of the rich man. 
T hirdly his memory, theſubie&t wherof was the Lord,O ho- 
ly remembrance! Alchough he had as it were forgotten him 
by his fianein his profperitie,yet he remembreth lym by his 
praier 1n his affliction: Othe excellencie of praier, 1tis a re- 
membring of our belt friend, whoſe remembrance 1s comfor- 
table to our diſtre{led foules . T he ſubict of our memories, 
hauebcene alon time commodities, pleaſures riches, honor, 
trivmphs, and thertorc 0 England behold another ſubie& to 
excerciſe the art of thy memorie : If then we haue forgoiten 
him 1n our profperitie by our finne , let vs now remember 
lum by our ferucnt praier in our . fliciuen . Many hate 
prattiied the art of memorie according, to the memoratiue 
Art, and preceptes of memorie, whuch appornt places and 
their furmture , tor the helpe of ſuch as are vnexperienced) 
but letvs practiſe the art of this holy memorie, let God be the 
tubiect,and in this our affliction, lettheſe be our helpes: Fnſt 
let vs remember in our praier the conimandcment of God, 
P/al.5o.Secondly the name of him, whom we call vpon , that

ſpireth vs? Not ſo O Chrithanſoules, call vpon thenameof 


the Lord with Damid,there was neuer name lo worthie to be 
called vpon, mn heauen orearth, fomightie for deliverance, 
ſo {ure tor proteCtionyfo gainefull tor ſucceſle, ſo compentl- 
ous to cut off ynnecetlarie tabours as the name of /ehouah, 
Hawng vnderltood the Conſcience, Humilitie, Memo=- 
rie, and Wiledome ot Dauzd, let me open to you the reaſons 
to mooue and per{wade vs to goe to t!us place. Five things 
mooue the ſonnes of men inthe time of plague to depart 
from contagious places, vnto a purer ayre. Firſt the counſel 
of the Phylitians. Secondly, the practiſe of others. Thirdly, 
the danger or perill which they are like to fall in. Fourthly, 
deſire of health and life. Fifthly, the experience of ſucceſſe. 
Let the ſame bee motives vnto vs in this infection, to per- 
{wadevs torunnetpecdily ynto this Arke of Noah. Firlt, it 
15 preſcribed by the whole Colledge of theſpirituall Phyfitt- 
ans, by God the tather; P/a/. 50.1 5. King Danids Phylitianz 
by God the ſonne,whopreſcribing the remedies which men 
ought to vieinthe laſt dayes,in which the Trinitie ofpuniſh- 
ments, famine, warres, and peſtilence ſhould raigne , giueth 
this counſell, L#k.21.36, Warch and pray commualiy; by Pro: 
phets; Apoſtles, and wiſe men, 'Jam.5.13. Feele.z $.9. and 
17,23. Secondly, the practiſe of the {pitituall Phytitans,as 
they haue preſcribed it, ſo they haue allo practiſed it, and 
haue fled vnto ths place; to this Sanquarie went the renow® 
ned Patriarkes,' the godly Princes , the holy Prophets, the 
bleſſed Apoſlles, the Prince of glorie , the ſonne of the 1m- 
morcall God , the conſtant Martyrs :| whoſe examples yee 
ſhall finde in the {tore- houfe of the Scriptures, Theexam- 


ple of the bodily Phvſwuans , of which ſome depart4n the 
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ame of plague, hath much torce to make vs haſten ourdes. 
parturez how much more ought the practiſe ofthe ſpiritual 
phylitons ſpurre vs forward vpon our {pirituall voyage. 
Thirdly, the danger , which1s thicetold , (/n nobs, circa nos, 
contranos) In vs,round about vs, again{t vs. Tn vs,the plague 
of {inne:round about vs,thefire of the preſent plague:againll 
vs, Sathan who feeketh tomake vs curle the Lord, aut] the 
fire of Gods wrath and'angers To auoide this threetold 
danger, runne to the Arke and tothisbletled Zoar., The 
fourth motives the delireot life and health; we neede at this 
tane a double health, the health ot the ſoule and body :let vs 
therefore goc boldly vnto:the throne of grace, thatwee may 
receiue mercie, and tinde grace.to helpe in tmeof neede, 
Heb 4.16. V hy wentthat woman winch was diſeaſed with 
an itlue of blood twelue veares vato Clift, butthat{hee 
might receine her health: Yerſ. 12. T he licknetle of the 
plague 13 an1iluc of blood, which being once opened, w;ll 
ever runne, and keepe acourfeitic beenot ſtanched by the 
power and mefciceot God: which merciess onely obtained, 
by going vnto/his facred name:toqbtaine this double health, 
Damd went vnto t'1s piace, I:Chron. 21. that the plague ot 
his ſoule night be healed, and the bodily plague bee rehoo- 
ued., Ifiweareas it were dead tor forxow, prayer will reu ue 
vs, forit 15 Viza anime, the lite ofthe foule: and as.

we gocinto the Countrey which cannot ſauces; how much 
more ought we toYlie to this name, which hath thepower to 
docit : this his power, being acompanied- with mercie and 
kindneſle, for thou O:Jord;-art good and gracious, and of 
great compaſſion, P/al.8 6: Fittly, experzence of good ſuc- 
ceſle, is thelaſt motive, they which have fled to this place, 


haue nor beene ſtopped by the way , but haue had'good 


ſpeede. Goe vnto King Eezehkias, Job, Dau, and the rel}; 
and they will preach vnto you by experience,the-experience 
of this ſucceſle, T his ſucceſſes grounde1 vpon thice things, 
as vpon three firme pillars, the power, the will and promiſe, 
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His power, 7 hae beard it that power belongeth unto Gods > "La © 
P/al 62.11. There was neuer affliciion or ſore ſo ercat, but” / | 


the hand of that Phyſitian hath beene able to maller it, the 
leaſt finger of his right hand being of more puillance, then 
the whole arme of fleſh. 

His will and promiſe, P/al g1.1. Toel2.2, Iam. 5.5. Eccle. 
31.9. Matth.7 7. oh 14.13. The King ofheauen is not like 
ynto the Princes of the earth, or vnto that Phitp of Mace- 
don, who anſwered ynto the widow comming in his Court 
to him, to be heard, I amanot atleiſure, (vnto which allo ſhee 
anſwered uſtly, then beenot a King any longer) for ſeeing 
that he hath promuſed it, he 1s alſo willing, his promiſe being 
ſigned with the furger of the holy Ghoſt,and ſealed withthe 
blood of his beloued and annoynted. Neither is he like vnto 
him, Hattb.z. who anſwered, trouble mec nor, my doores 
are thut; the gate of heauen 1s alwayes openfor vs. God re= 
uoketh not his promiſe as King Sa/omon, 1 Rep.2.20.21. 
23. Atke my mother, for I will not ſay thee nay; and yet behold 
how this time 1s changed , Adoniah hath ſpoken this word a- 
gainſt his owne life; of the Lords promiſe wee needenot 
doubt, but with Dazid boldly we may ſpeake, P/al.86.7. [n 
the day of my tronble I will call upen thee , for thou wilt heare me. 

Thirdly, Hi goodnefſe, mercie , and liberalitie, which « (0 
great that he gineth meate to the yong rauent which call upon him, 
P/al.1 4.7.9. Doubtnot then, but that hee will heare the ſup- 
plications of men,whom he hath made a little lower thenthe 
Angels,to crowne them with gloric aboue other creatures, 
P/al.$. 5 6. Let therefore, ſaith Auguſtine, thy prayer aſcend, 
and Gods mercie will deſcend; thall wee diſtrulthis good- 
nefle, who is rich to all that call vpon him? Rom. Io.12. Or 
ſhall we ſuſpe& his bountifulneſſe, which powreth out plen- 
tifully his bleſſings vpon all fleſh? Row.$.32. And although 
wee haue offended him, yet our offences will not ſtop us 
merctes. Men, when they haue done any good turne to any, 
if they bee neuer ſo little offended, they caſt men inthe teeth 
with the benefits they haue done them, and vpbraide then 


with the good turnes they haue ſhewed; wheretore men are 
E loath 
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{oath romake requel toſuelt for any thing : If wee voce ynte 
the [ord wethal not meete with one that1s of ſuch a difpott« 
01 and nature; he, as the Apoſtle ſpeaketl1, reproacheth no 
1m. norkeepeth [us anger for euer, P/al 103 9. 1 he wil- 
Inznefle, mercie, and goodnefle ot the Prince to have vs, 
maketh-vs allo willng to goc to hm; who more willing,then 
hethatis our Father, our Sanour, then he that hath (uttered 
tor vs, ſcofitngs, ſpittings, bands, ſtrjpes , and death 1tſelfe? 
Neucr lap of the mother ſ1ath beene fo open to her babes, as 
the bowels of-Gods compaſſions are open to the righteous, 
Harken to this, yee ſaint {pirits, be ſtrengthened yee weake 
hands and ft-cble knees, receiue this comfort, that he hath de « 
huered, he dot deliver, hee yet will and can deluer . Lende 
tus point iith tae T3. 14 andy}. verſes. of the 10, Chapter 
ol the Epiſtle to the Romances : wherein behold a ſingular 
and compendious gradation, As they that would come to 


ang Satomontiting vpon lus throne, were faine to runne 


vp lixe {taires /for-lys throne was mounted vnto by {xe 
ſtaires) ſo the perfection and conſummation of man going 
to the throne of the true Safomon Ielus Chrilt alcendeth and 
ariſeth by ſrxe degrees : the higheſt and the happrell ttawres 
being, inuocating and ſaving, prayerand deliuerance. Theſe 
are then the five reaſons, by which wiſe Chriſtians ought to 
bee guided, imitate King Dawd, onely reſorting to the 
wings of the Lords fauour . And herein we ſhould be wiſe, 
1 we leuell our hearts and affe&tions at the very rizht center 
and marke of prayer(which 1s the name of {ehonahalone)and 
the period or ſcope 1n whom our requeſts muſt end. 

But alas, there are five fortes of men, which make choice 
of other places, reietting the wiſedome of Danid, the coun- 
{ell of the ſpirituall Phy ſitions, and the practiſe of the Saints 
of God, going a crooked, acircular, and endlefle way, not 
towards the marke, nor with a right toote as the Apoſtle 
ſpeaketh, Gal.2. The firſt kind flie firſt to the helpe of mor- 
tall man,and with A/a make ſpeede to the bodily Phyſiti- 
an, to the confections of Arte, or to the purer ayre, not once 
mindfull ofthis place; but when all helpes faile them, =_ 
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that the Lord ſendeth Jus Sergiant and heauenly Purſiphant 
to arrelt them, then they returne to runne to this place. What 
name ſhall wee g1ue you (O ye of little faith) but the name 
of weake Chriltzans? Put not your truſt in the ſonne of man, 
tor there 1s no helpe 1n him, P/a/146. Theres a ſecond 
ſort, which runne onely to the ordinarie creatures, deriding 
the name ot /choaah,yea denying that there ever hath been, 
or 15 yet atthus preſent, fuch a place to be found, wherevnto 
the r1ghteous 15 preſcrued, ſuch as Dawa defcribeth in the 10. 


P/alme,2.4, Which ſecke not God, but contemne him, axdilmbe 


they ſhallnener be mooued. Oyee meere Athceiſls, what name 
delerue you, but that name, which the Lord himſelfe giueth 
you, P/al.14.1. the name ot fooles. It Cainhath bene reiec- 
ted, becauſe he oftercd an vnworthie ſacrifice, what deſerue 
they thatoffernone at all > The third ſortrunneto a place, 
whoſe name 1s Hell ſeeking to Sathan and his artes,vadding 
to the woman of Endor, or to the Idoll of Ekron, a Sar, a 
Nero, a [utian: Returne,returne,© yee wretched and bewit- 
ched ſonnes of men;with the name of diuelliſh 1dolaters. The 
fourth ſort , ſeeketh to dwell vnder the prote&tion and aſlu- 
rance of their merites and good workes : but theſe alas, as 
Bernard writeth on the 91. P/atme,are ill lodged and haue a 
poore Tabernacle, the diuell hath ſoone blowen that away. 
Thelaſt ſort,are the ſuperſtitious Papilts,who1nthe ttme of 

Jague runne to the houſe of the Spider to bee preſerucd, to 
Rickes and (tones, mettals and papers, Angels and Saints, 
and principally to Saunt Sebaftran, for as every licknetle and 
diſeaſe hath his Apothecarie and Phylitian among them:So 
the plague hath Saint Sebaſtian, vito whome with their fa- 
mulies they runne to bee preſerued. That execravie Pſaner 
of the UirameAarie, compiled by them , maketh her to be 
this ſecretplace wherevnto wee ou:g)1t to runne > the prayer 
of Dauia winch hee made being vikhted with the plague, P/at, 
38,is abuſed m this maner. O Lady rebate mz net w thine an- 
ger, nether chaſtiſe mein thywrath: Iheg1. Pſaimers mlike 
maner abuſed, #/ho /o dwelleth im the ſecret of the bleſſed Virgm, 


&c. But Oye blind ſeducers of foules, xt may be tirita chal- 
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tkenve ynto you: all, that neither Darrd, ſob or Fzechias viſned 
with the plague went to Cherub or Seraphin, Gabrie/or Ra- 


phaet, Abraham or Aoſes: whomchaue | in heauen but thee, 


{th David: he faith not, thathcehad a Atoſer or a Sammet : 
have all theſe crred? Euen ſo will wee with them, Secondly, 


© %ee goeto them that cannot helpe you, let then ariſe, if they 


C11 helpe you in the time of your miferte, /c7e.2 . In the fas» 
mine of Samaria, 2.Reg.6, a woman cry1ng to the king, 
helpe me O Kang, hee anlwered, ſecingthe Lord doeth not 
fi:ccour thee, how ſhould I helpe thee? Concluding ſecond- 
Iv, that if the Lord withdraw his helping hand, it lieth not 
1: the power ot mortal] man to helpe. So wee may an{were 
the Papilts crying 1 the time of plague to their Sebaſtian, 
helpe and aide vs Saint Sebaſtian. It itheth not in the power 
of mortall men thatare huing with vs to helpe, how much 
lefle can they thatare dead? And farre leſle,one that perhaps 
hath neuer beene? As for the Angels, they are difpleaſed 
that vee come to them, to thruſt vpon them ſuch a dangerous 
honour: they may ſay as Damid,P/al.115. Not vnto vs O Lord, 
not ynto V5, Ec. they that refuſed a farre ſmaller offer vpon 
the carth, the onely bowing.of the knee vnto them (See thow 
doo it not ) will bee much more diſcontented, to ſee the 
knees of the heart to ſtoupe to them tor the ceaſing, of the 
plague: for although an Angel ſmoteſeuentic thouſand in 
the time of Dau, yet he was butrhe inſtrument, God onel 

the agent, and therefore he onely to bee prayed vnto. If the 
Papilts reply that they intreate onely Saint Sebaſtian to 
ſpeake vnto God for them; the anſivere 1s, that God needeth 
not a Sebafliay, nor any Saint ſo euer,to be his Maiſter of re- 
queſts: this 1s a ſcruice not ynmecte for the gouernours of the 
earth, the Lord 1s not like ynto carthly Princes , vnto the 
which may bc ſaid, that which Jethro ſaid, Exod. 18. to Mo- 


fer, the thing is too heauie for thee, thou art not able to doo 


thy ſelte alone: for the Almightic is able to doo it alone, 
neither 1s there any defeR in his hearing, whoſe cares are 0- 


pen to the prayers ofthe poore. Let vs therefore hold Chriſt 
Jeſus alone for the Maiſter of requeſts,it is he onely that can 
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prefentourrequeſts which wee make vnto the [ord for the
